electric  and  f»a.s  service,  proposed  in  a  Washington  stale  legislation  bill.  The  amount  would 
be  in  addition  to  a  S.ti'c  slate  tax  now  levied  against  eleiiric  companies  and  a  2. 1'/f  tax  on 
gas  tirms,  absorbed  by  the  utilities. 

lielore  the  Oregon  legislature  is  a  bill  to  create  a  state  jM)wer  commission  that  would 
sc‘ll  power  from  federal  generation  at  wholesale  rates  to  public  and  private  distribution 
agencies.  1  he  bill  would  not  give  the  commission  power  to  build  or  actpnre  its  own  gener¬ 
ation  facilities,  a  provision  of  a  power  agency  measure  deleated  two  years  ago.  S|H)nsors 
said  their  purpose  is  to  guarantee  Oregon  a  share  of  lederal  |)ower  under  public  pretereme 
provision  of  the  Bonneville  Act. 

The  ('.olumbia  Interstate  (iompact  was  ratific‘d,  without  opposing  vote,  by  the  Montana  lc“g- 
islature.  To  betome  eflective  the  seven-slate  pad  must  be  ratilied  also  b\  Idaho.  Oregon 
and  Washington  and  approved  by  (iongress.  .Mihough  Wyoming,  I’tah  and  Nevada  would  be 
members,  the  compact  can  become  effective  without  their  a|>proval.  Montana's  (iovernor 
Nutter,  whose  signature  is  needed  to  minplele  the  stale's  agreemeni,  has  indicated  he  lavors 
the  (ompad,  which  would  assure  .Montana  the  majority  ol  al-siie  power  troin  the  (Columbia. 

Sc'attle’s  pro|M>sed  Boundary  Dam  project  has  lK*en  approved  by  an  FPO  examiner  in  Wash¬ 
ington.  1).  (;.  In  licensing  the  •‘>1)7  million  project  on  the  Pend  Oreille  River,  F.dwarcl  B. 
.Marsh  recommended  the  dismissal  of  the  conflicting  application  of  Pend  Oreille  C.ounty 
Pl'l)  lor  a  smaller  project  at  /  Oanvon.  If  the  commission  accepts  .Marsh's  lindings,  con¬ 
struction  can  start  in  about  one  year. 

Prompted  in  part  bv  disiipproval  of  identical  bidding,  the  l  acoma  I'tility  Board  awarded 
an  .SS7,2P9  contract  lor  racoma  Oity  Light's  l‘H')l  suppiv  of  transloi iners  to  the  Hill  rrans- 
lormer  Oo.  of  .San  Oarlos,  Oalif.,  a  division  of  the  H.  K.  Porter  C.o. 

Hill’s  low  bid  was  on  the  basis  of  “standard  lovs”  transformers.  Hill  and  lour  other 
manulac turers  had  submitted  identical  higher  bids  lor  “low  loss  transformers''  and  C'.ity 
Light  had  recommencled  that  the  award  be  divided  among  these  firms,  on  the  basis  that  the 
more  expensive  ecpnpment  would  |)rovicle  better  service. 

The  iMtarcl  refused  to  accept  the  Lily  Light  rc*commentlation,  however,  pointing  out  that 
Hill’s  bid  complied  with  specifications  and  that  the  award  should  Im*  on  the  basis  of  the  low 
bid. 

“\Ve  also  have  an  opportunity  here  to  express  our  clissatislac tion  pointedly  against  identi¬ 
cal  bidding,''  said  K.  K.  Muiray,  board  member. 

In  a  companion  action,  the  board  voted  to  bring  identical  bidding  on  the  translormers  to 
the  attention  of  the  federal  and  state  attorney  generals  and  other  Northwest  utilities. 

“1  give  notice  now  to  the  lederal  government  and  everybody  else  that,  unlevs  we  get  fair 
treatment,  we  will  have  to  take  over  the  B.  L.  Electric.’’  This  statement  was  made  belore 
the  B.  L.  legislature  by  Premier  Bennett  in  relation  to  the  |)rovince’s  share  of  federal  tax 
revenues.  Since  it  came  alter  consistent  needling  bv  socialist  opposition  in  the  house,  it 
was  uncertain  how  serious  the  threat  was. 

Bennett  said  the  prc>vince  last  yeai  received  only  .S‘V'>d,(MK»  as  its  share  of  a  special  power 
cor|M>ration  tax  on  the  utility  and  cuher  electrical  companies.  He  added  that  he  couldn't 
believe  that  out  ot  millions  ol  prolits  is  half  of  the  corporation  tax:  that  he  had 

not  been  allowed  to  see  the  lederal  books. 

I'nder  the  new  tax-sharing  agreemeni  elleclive  in  .\|»ril  1992.  B.  (..  will  lose  its  hi)' ,  ol 
corporation  taxes  paid  by  power  and  natural  lesource  companies,  Bennett  pointed  out.  He 
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said  the  provincial  govermnent  is  nol  in  lavoi  ol  pnl)li(  ouncisliip  bnl  “we  won't  licsitaie 
to  enter  the  tiehl  where  necessary.’’ 

A  “go  slow”  rcTommenclation  on  latiikation  of  the  (iolumhia  treaty  was  given  l)y  tlie 
British  (iolinnhia  Lnergy  Board  in  its  lirst  interim  repot  t  on  livdio  development.  I  lie  hoaicl, 
ordered  Ijy  Premier  Bennett  to  investigate  costs  ol  power  Irom  (iohnnl)ia  and  Peace  River 
develo])ment  scliemes,  stated  tliat  it  lelt  the  treaty  should  not  he  ratilied  by  Canada  without 
prior  consideration  of  several  lactois.  Chiel  among  them  is  clonht  as  to  the  nature  and 
amount  of  power  B.  C.  load  centeis  will  get  becanse  the  downstream  benelits  issue  has  not 
been  death  established  and  estimates  ol  cost  ol  delivered  power  include  too  wide  a  margin 
of  uncertainty. 

An  electric  power  intertie  iK'tween  the  Pacific  Northwest  and  California  is  feasible  and 
would  bring  important  Irenefits  to  IkhIi  areas,  said  the  linal  report  by  11.  Zincler  is:  .\ssociates 
to  the  (ialiloiiiia  Department  ol  Water  Resources,  .\mong  its  lindings; 

For  at  least  15  years  there  will  be  an  aveiage  ol  2h  billion  kwh  of  eneigy  annually  available 
in  the  Xorthwest  as  surplus  and  from  tiOh.OdO  to  2, 200, (MM)  kw  of  peaking  capacity. 

Calilornia  is  the  only  immediate  major  market  lor  this  surplus  power. 

A  high  capacity  common  carrier  interconnection  is  “delitiitely  leasible”  whether  it  is  built 
bv  a  federal  or  nonfederal  public  agency  or  by  a  nonprolit  corporation. 

It  would  result  in  annual  savings  lor  California’s  water  progiam.

Others  believed  to  be  leading 
contenders  are  C.  .\.  Erdahl,  who  was  elected  to  two  terms  as  commissioner  before  the  citv 
placed  its  utilities  under  an  ap|jointed  l>oard,  and,  il  the  post  goes  to  someone  outside  the 
( itv,  William  .\.  Pearl,  who  had  just  completed  a  term  as  BP.V  administrator. 

Portland  (»eneral  Electric  Co.  and  Local  125,  IBEW,  have  agreed  on  a  one-year  contract, 
ellective  .March  I,  granting  a  pay  increase  of  4.1%  and  an  improved  sick  leave  plan.  I’he 
increase  raises  wages  of  journeymen  linemen  to  .^5.51  an  hour.  Under  the  improved  sick  leave 
|)lan  an  employee  may  accumulate  sick  leave  at  the  rale  ol  10  days  a  year  uj)  to  a  maximum 
ol  LSI)  days.

.San  Frantisto  Bay  .\rea  negotiations  so  far  seem  to  indicate  a  17c  an  hour  increase,  which 
may  inchule  increase  in  the  health  and  wellare  aiul  vacation  payments  and  pcjssibly  a  jjension 
limd.  (iosts  ol  health  am!  welfare  have  risen,  partly  due  to  abuse  ol  its  use,  chieflv  to 
im  t  eased  hospital  costs.
